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The IRS and the Federal 
Reserve: Fraternal Twins

Although it would seem that the 
Internal Revenue Service and the 
Federal Reserve System are unrelated, 
appearances can be misleading. It is 
true that they are separate creatures - 
one that collects money and one that 
creates money - but upon examination, 
we find they are fraternal twins with 
common parentage and instinct. They 
both have grown to gargantuan 
proportions since their birth in 1913 and 
have become insatiable predators, 
dining on the productivity of the common 
man. In the case of the IRS, the 
perpetual feast is consumed as taxes, 
taken directly from our earnings and 
savings. In the case of the Fed, it is 
taken indirectly as inflation, but the net 
effect is exactly the same. 

Consider the following facts: 

1. Both were enacted into law in the 

same year [1913]. 

2. Both laws were drafted and 

sponsored by the same politicians 

clustered around the Morgan and 
Rockefeller banking dynasties.

A "legitimate expectation of 
privacy" 

Washington DC - Five years 
ago, Congress killed a Pentagon 
antiterrorism program meant to vacuum 
up electronic data about people in the 
U.S. to search for suspicious patterns. 

But the National Security 
Agency has been building essentially 
the same system. 

Largely missing from the public 
discussion [about domestic spying] is 
the role of the highly secretive NSA in 
analyzing data that can blur the lines 
between domestic and foreign 
intelligence gathering. 

The spy agency monitors huge 
volumes of records of domestic emails 
and Internet searches as well as bank 
transfers, credit-card transactions, travel 
and telephone records. The NSA 
receives this data from other agencies 
or private companies, and its 
sophisticated software programs 
analyze the various transactions for 
suspicious patterns. Then they spit out 


leads to be explored by counterterrorism 
programs, such as the NSA's own 
Terrorist Surveillance Program, formed 
to intercept phone calls and emails 
between the U.S. and overseas without 
a judge's approval when a link to al 
Qaeda is suspected. 

The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation program to track 
telecommunications data once known 
as Carnivore is now called the Digital 
Collection System. The U.S. also has an 
arrangement with the world's main 
international banking clearinghouse to 
track money movements. 

The effort also ties into data 
from so-called "black programs" whose 
existence is undisclosed. Among them 
is a Treasury Department program to 
collect individual financial data including 
wire transfers and credit-card 
transactions. 

The constitutional question of 
whether the government can examine 
such a large array of information without 
violating an individual's reasonable 
expectation of privacy "has never really 
been resolved," said Suzanne 
Spaulding, a national-security lawyer 
who has worked for both political 
parties. 

In response to the Sept. 11 
attacks, then NSA-chief Gen. Michael 
Hayden has said he used his authority 
to expand the NSA's capabilities under a 
1981 executive order. Another 
presidential order issued shortly after 
the attacks, the text of which is 
classified, opened the door for the NSA 
to incorporate more domestic data in its 
searches. 

The NSA "strictly follows laws 
and regulations designed to preserve 
every American's privacy rights under 
the Fourth Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution," agency spokeswoman 
Judith Emmel said in a statement, 















referring to the protection against 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 
The Office of the Director of National 
Intelligence pointed out that the 9/11 
Commission recommended in 2004 that 
intelligence agencies analyze "all 
relevant sources of information" and 
share their databases. 

Two former officials said they 
work by starting with some sort of lead, 
like a phone number or Internet 
address. In partnership with the FBI, the 
systems then can track all domestic and 
foreign transactions of people 
associated with that item - and then the 
people who associated with them, and 
so on, casting a gradually wider net. 

The information doesn't 
generally include the contents of 
conversations or emails. But it can give 
a cell phone’s location, whom a person 
is calling, and what Web sites he or she 
is visiting. For an email, the data haul 
can include the identities of the sender 
and recipient and the subject line, but 
not the content of the message. 

Intelligence agencies have 
used administrative subpoenas issued 
by the FBI - which don't need a judge's 
signature - to collect and analyze such 
data. 

The White House wants to give 
companies that assist government 
surveillance immunity from lawsuits 
alleging an invasion of privacy, but 
Democrats in Congress have been 
blocking it. The Terrorist Surveillance 
Program has spurred 38 lawsuits 
against companies. Telecom 
companies' concern comes chiefly 
because they are giving the government 
unlimited access to a copy of the flow of 
communications, through a network of 
switches at U.S. telecommunications 
hubs. 

While the Fourth Amendment 
guarantees "[tjhe right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against 
unreasonable searches and seizures," 
the legality of data-sweeping relies on 
the government's interpretation of Smith 
v. Maryland, a 1979 Supreme Court 
ruling allowing records of phone calls - 
but not actual conversations - to be 
collected without a warrant.

Smith v. Maryland, 442 U.S. 
735 (1979): 

Syllabus: The telephone company, at 
police request, installed at its central 
offices a pen register to record the 
numbers dialed from the telephone at 
petitioner's home. Prior to his robbery 
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trial, petitioner moved to suppress "all 
fruits derived from" the pen register. The 
Maryland trial court denied this motion, 
holding that the warrantless installation 
of the pen register did not violate the 
Fourth Amendment. Petitioner was 
convicted, and the Maryland Court of 
Appeals affirmed. 

Held: The installation and use of the pen 
register was not a "search" within the 
meaning of the Fourth Amendment, and 
hence no warrant was required. P P. 
739-746. 

(a) Application of the Fourth 

Amendment depends on whether the 
person invoking its protection can 
claim a "legitimate expectation of 
privacy" that has been invaded by 
government action. This inquiry 
normally embraces two questions: first, 
whether the individual has exhibited an 
actual (subjective) expectation of 
privacy; and second, whether his 
expectation is one that society is 
prepared to recognize as "reasonable." 
Katz v. United States, 389 U.S. 347. P 
P. 739-741. 

(b) Petitioner in all probability 
entertained no actual expectation of 
privacy in the phone numbers he 
dialed, and even if he did, his 
expectation was not "legitimate." 
First, it is doubtful that telephone users 
in general have any expectation of 
privacy regarding the numbers they dial, 
since they typically know that they must 
convey phone numbers to the telephone 
company and that the company has 
facilities for recording this information 
and does, in fact, record it for various 
legitimate business purposes. And 
petitioner did not demonstrate an 
expectation of privacy merely by using 
his home phone, rather than some other 
phone, since his conduct, although 
perhaps calculated to keep the contents 
of his conversation private, was not 
calculated to preserve the privacy of the 
number he dialed. Second, even if 
petitioner did harbor some subjective 
expectation of privacy, this 
expectation was not one that society 
is prepared to recognize as 
"reasonable." When petitioner 
voluntarily conveyed numerical 
information to the phone company and 
"exposed" that information to its 
equipment in the normal course of 
business, he assumed the risk that the 
company would reveal the information. 

Judicial Unaccountability 

Stump v. Sparkman (1978): "A 
judge will not be deprived of immunity 
because the action he took was in error, 


was done maliciously, or was in excess 
of his authority." Thus judges cannot be 
sued for errors committed while on the 
bench. 

The Judicial Conduct and 
Disability Act of 1980 (28 U.S.C. §§ 351- 
364) governs judicial discipline and 
complaints filed by litigants against 
federal judges. These rules generally 
provide judges with the means to 
dismiss complaints against them. 

Deadbeat FBI rights-violators 
investigate rights-violators 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI 
is investigating 26 unsolved civil rights 
era cases out of nearly 100 referred to 
the bureau over the last year, Director 
Robert Mueller says in calling the 
protection of civil liberties one of his top 
priorities. 

Mueller was set to testify at an 
FBI oversight hearing before the 
Senate. Lawmakers were expected to 
press him about whether his agents 
violated the civil rights of U.S. citizens 
whose personal information was 
obtained secretly in terror and spy 
investigations. 

In a prepared statement sent to 
the Senate, Mueller said, "The rule of 
law, civil liberties and civil rights—these 
are not our burdens; they are what 
make us better." 

Mueller's remarks offer the first 
details about the FBI's efforts to reopen 
decades-old civil rights cases since the 
successful prosecution last summer of a 
reputed Ku Klux Klansman for his role in 
the 1964 abduction and killing of two 
black teenagers. 

Democrats who control the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, however, 
were expected to focus on whether FBI 
missteps over the last year—in civil 
rights and other areas—have been 
corrected. 

Senate aides said Mueller will 
probably be asked about the FBI's use 
of national security letters, which are 
used under the USA Patriot Act to 
pursue suspected terrorists and spies. 

An audit last year by the 
Justice Department's inspector general 
found that FBI agents and lawyers, from 
2003 to 2005, demanded personal data 
on people from banks, telephone and 
Internet providers, credit bureaus and 
other businesses without official 
authorization and in non- emergency 
circumstances. 

Senate aides said Mueller also 
probably will be asked about the FBI's 
failure to pay phone bills, prompting 
telephone companies to cut off wiretaps

SYDNEY (AFP) - Hardline 
Indonesian cleric Abu Bakar Bashir has 
likened tourists to "worms, snakes, 

maggots" and called for signs to be 
placed in Muslim areas warning them to 
dress modestly. 

"Worms, snakes, maggots — 
those are animals that crawl. Take a 
look at (the resort island of) Bali... those 
infidel tourists. They are naked," he 

said. 


The sermon by Bashir, who 
served almost 26 months for conspiracy 
over the deadly Bali bombings of 2002 
before being cleared and released, was 
videotaped by an Australian university 
student who was conducting research. 

In the address, Bashir 
encouraged young people to "beat up" 
infidels. 

"If there were infidels here, just 
beat them up. Do not tolerate them." 

Bashir also recommended 
"martyrdom" and told young Muslims not 
to be afraid to be called hardliners. 

"The youth movement here 
must aspire to a martyrdom death," he 
said. 

"The young must be first at the 
frontline — don't hide at the back. You 
must be at the front, die as martyrs and 
all your sins will be forgiven." 

The Bali bombings killed 202 
people, mostly tourists. 

Bashir last year visited the 
three key Bali bombers awaiting 
execution, reportedly describing the 
men as "not terrorists but counter¬ 
terrorists," and "mujaheds", or holy 
warriors. — Mar. 23, 2008 

Islamic Fitna, or “Strife”

Annihilate 
the infidels and polytheists, your 
(Allah’s) enemies and the enemies of 
the religion of Allah. Count them and kill 
them to the last one, and don’t leave 
even one.” (Footage of scenes of 
Muslim-created carnage around the 
world.) 




Surah 4, Verse 56 (sung by a 
muezzin): Those who have 

disbelieved our signs, we shall roast 
them in fire. Whenever their skins 
are cooked to a turn, we shall 
substitute new skins for them. That 
they may feel the punishment: verily 
Allah is sublime and wise.

Secret memos, secret court 

WASHINGTON (AP) - For at 
least 16 months after the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks in 2001, the Bush administration 
believed that the Constitution's 
protection against unreasonable 
searches and seizures on U.S. soil 
didn't apply to its efforts to protect 
against terrorism. 

That view was expressed in a 
secret Justice Department legal memo 
dated Oct. 23, 2001. The administration 
on Wednesday stressed that it now 
disavows that view. 

The October 2001 memo was 
written John Yoo, then the deputy 
assistant attorney general, and 
addressed to Alberto Gonzales, the 
White House counsel at the time. 

The 37-page memo is 
classified. Its existence was disclosed 
Tuesday in a footnote of a separate 
secret memo, dated March 14, 2003, 
released by the Pentagon in response to 
a Freedom of Information Act lawsuit by 
the American Civil Liberties Union. 

"Our office recently concluded 
that the Fourth Amendment had no 
application to domestic military 
operations," the footnote states, 
referring to a document titled "Authority 
for Use of Military Force to Combat 
Terrorist Activities Within the United 
States." 

Exactly what domestic military 
action was covered by the October 
memo is unclear. But federal documents 
indicate that the memo relates to the 
National Security Agency's Terrorist 
Surveillance Program. 

That program intercepted 
phone calls and e-mails on U.S. soil, 
bypassing the normal legal requirement 
that such eavesdropping be authorized 
by a secret federal court. The program 
began after the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks 
and continued until Jan. 17, 2007, when 
the White House resumed seeking 
surveillance warrants from the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Court. 

"The administration's 

lawyers believe the president should 
be permitted to violate statutory law, 
to violate international treaties, and 
even to violate the Fourth 
Amendment inside the U.S. They 
believe that the president should be 
above the law," said Jameel Jaffer, 
director of the ACLU's National Security 
Project

ACLU: Military Skirting Law to 
Spy 

New York - The military is 
using the FBI to skirt legal restrictions 
on domestic surveillance to obtain 
private records of Americans' Internet 
service providers, financial institutions 
and telephone companies, the ACLU 
said Tuesday. 

The ACLU based its 
conclusion on a review of more than 
1,000 documents turned over by the 
Defense Department after it sued the 
agency last year for documents related 
to national security letters, or NSLs, 
investigative tools used to compel 
businesses to turn over customer 
information without a judge's order or 
grand jury subpoena. 

"Newly unredacted documents 
released today reveal that the 
Department of Defense is using the FBI 
to circumvent legal limits on its own 
NSL power," said the ACLU, whose 
lawsuit was filed in Manhattan federal 
court. 

The FBI referred requests for 
comment Tuesday to the Defense 
Department. 

Melissa Goodman, an ACLU 
attorney, said the military is allowed to 
demand financial and credit records in 
certain instances but does not have the 
authority to get e-mail and phone 
records or lists of Web sites that people 
have visited. That is the kind of 
information that the FBI can get by 
using a national security letter, she 
said. 

In other allegations, the ACLU 

said: 

* The Navy's use of the letters to 
demand domestic records has 
increased significantly since the Sept. 
11 attacks. 

* The military wrongly claimed its use of 
the letters was limited to investigating 
only Defense Department employees. 

* The Defense Department has not 
kept track of how many national 
security letters the military issues or 
what information it obtained through the 
orders. 

* The military provided misleading 
information to Congress and silenced 
letter recipients from speaking out 
about the records requests.

The Heaviest Element 

Research has led to the 
discovery of the heaviest element yet 
known to science. The new element, 
Governmentium (Gv), has one neutron,

Court Rejects Bloomberg 
Lawsuit 

BELLEVUE, WA - The Second 
Amendment Foundation said today’s 
dismissal of a lawsuit filed against the 
firearms industry by anti-gun New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg should send 
a clear message that “courthouse 
demagoguery and harassment of law- 
abiding business is not the responsible 
way to fight crime.” 

The 2-1 opinion, written by 
U.S. Appeals Court Judge Robert J. 
Miner, affirms the constitutionality of the 
2005 Lawful Commerce in Arms Act. It 
overturns a lower court ruling by activist 
federal judge Jack B. Weinstein, 
explaining that he should have 


dismissed the case instead of allowing it 
to go forward. 

“Today’s ruling is clearly a 
defeat for Michael Bloomberg,” said 
SAF founder Alan M. Gottlieb. “The law 
trumps a billionaire’s arrogance and a 
federal judge’s long standing anti-gun 
activism. It is time for Bloomberg to 
grow up, and for Weinstein to step 
down. — SAF Alert, April 30, 2008
